(NEA) — The Security Council’s 
economic sanctions ag ainst Rho­ 
desia is making life vastly more 
difficult 
for 
all 
Rhodesians, 
white and black. 


But they are not 
likely to 
bring down the “ rebel” g overn­ 
ment 
of 
Prime Minister 
Ian 
Smith. 


Nations, like individuals, have 
a stubborn will to survive and 
Rhodesia's white population of 
230,000 will hardly submit with­ 
out a fig ht. 


Since 
1965, when 
they 
re­ 
nounced 
British rule and de­ 
clared their independence, the 
embattled 
Rhodesians 
have 
demonstrated ag ain that nation­ 
hood is an absolute value that 
cannot be destroyed or “ abol­ 
ished” 
by sanctions, 
boycotts 
and blockades. 


The 
U.N.’s 
representatives 
from 
Africa and Asia 
under­ 
stand this. After all, they are 
themselves in the midst of an 
almost org iastic revival of na­ 
tionalism. That is why they con­ 
tinue to press in the Security 
Council for military interven­ 
tion in Rhodesia. 


So far “ cooler heads” have 
prevailed. The council’s resolu­ 
tion stopped short of approving 
the use of armed force ag ainst 
lan Smith’s g overnment. But it 
ordered a complete trade and 
travel blockade of Rhodesia. 
The United States joined Rus­ 
sia, Britain and France in vot­ 
ing for the blockade. But will 
the new sanctions be more ef­ 
fective than the previous eco­ 
nomic boycott of Rhodesia or­ 
dered by the Security Council? 
There is indeed g rim irony in 
the fact that the council's reso­ 
lution was adopted “ unanimous­ 
ly.” For Russia, believe it or 
not — unlike the United States 
—continues to trade with Rho­ 
desia. 
No one was more vocal in the 
condemnation 
of 
Ian 
Smith’s 
“ colonialist” reg ime than colon­ 
ialist Russia. Yet even as Mos­ 
cow is arming g uerrillas trained 
to massacre white Rhodesians. 
Italian freig hters carry Rhode­ 
sian chrome ore to Soviet ports. 
The Russians ha v e long dem­ 
onstrated that they can subvert 
g o v ernments 
a nd 
tra de 
with 


them at the same time. Where 


Moscow’s national interests are 


involved, 
Communist 
ideolog y 


seldom is an obstacle. 


The economic 
sanctions, 
no 
doubt, 
will impede Rhodesia’s 
development, but they are not 
insurmountable. 


South 
Africa 
and Portug al 
will continue to supply Rodesia 
with oil and market her exports. 


Even President De Gaulle, an­ 
other self-styled champion of the 
‘ oppressed” colonial nations, is 
eng ag ed in profitable trade with 
Rodesia. Combined imports and 
exports 
between 
France 
and 
Rhodesia have increased 200 per 
cent since 1967 . 


Why, then, should the United 
States 
tig hten the 
economic 
squeeze on Rhodesia? 


Britain’s Prim e Minister Har­ 
old Wilson, to appease the new 
and the old left in his Labor 
party, is determined to starve 
Ian Smith into submission. But 
surely America has no oblig a­ 
tion to act as Britain’s accom­ 
plice and policeman. As former 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son said, “ Rhodesia has done 
the United States no harm and 
threatens no one.” 


The fact is that Rhodesia’s ra ­ 
cial policy is vastly more pro­ 
g ressive than Britain’s restric­ 
tions on its own colored citizens. 
Since 1965, Rhodesia’s black m a­ 
jority and white minority have 
shown a will to coexist and de­ 
velop their country in peace. 
They certainly have no desire 
to turn Rhodesia into another 
strife-torn Nig eria or Cong o. 


And yet the State Department, 
in compliance with the Secur­ 
ity Council’s resolution, is even 
preparing to withdraw all Amer­ 
ican consulates from Rhodesia. 


The United States thus finds 
itself in the anomalous position 
of fig hting for South Vietnam’s 
independence while encourag ing 
Red g uerrillas trained in Rus­ 
sia. Cuba and China to destroy 
Rhodesia’s independence. 


This is a short-sig hted and 
dang erous policy. The Commu­ 
nists, it is increasing ly clear, 
sec Rhodesia as a potential Viet­ 
nam in Africa.

officials have decided, for now 
at any rate, that absolute si­ 
lence will pay off in Czechoslo­ 
vakia.

Nor will the U.S. ambassador 
bring up the Czech matter at 
the United Nations.
